Mr Scott properly describes these three works separately, but they are generally found 
together as now. 

The author was a native of Ross-shire and styled *' of Ormond.'* A devoted adherent of 
Mary Queen of Scots, who raised him to a seat on the bench, he was one of those publicly 
denounced as concerned in the murder of Damley.

The poems refer chiefly to the execution of Queen Mary, and contain severe strictures of 
Queen Elizabeth's action.
